Eleven amendments to the state 
constitution and four acts of the last 
legislature, suspended by referendum 
petition, will command the attention 
of me man who goes to the polls on 
Tuesday, November 3. 
The amend­ 
ments, as they will appear on the 
ballots, are lengthy, and more or less 
confusing to many voters w ho ha\ f 
not had an opportunity to study them 
carefully. 
For the benefit of the vol*'** who 
hrs not read the 
amendments 
or 
made a study of their purposes, the 
Democrat herewith 
gives 
a 
brij 
summary 
setting 
out 
the 
salient 
points of each. 
The amendments, in the order they 
will appear on the ballots, are: 
Amendment One—Provides that no 
proposition submitted by the initia­ 
tive or referendum and defeated, can 
be resubmitted within five years. 
Its 
intention is to prohibit the use of the 
initiative ot resubmit the single tax 
proposition, and practically prohibits 
any change in the present tax sys­ 
tem. 
The amendment forever pro­ 
hibits its own repeal. 
Amendment 
Two—Gives 
Kansas 
City power to issue bonds for acquir­ 
ing public utilities, the bonds to be 
issued agiinst the utility properties. 
Amendment Three—For levying a 
state tax of IO cents on the $100 val­ 
uation for the construction and main­ 
tenance of public roads. 
Amendment Four—Applies to the 
compensation of members of tile gen­ 
eral assembly. 
It authorizes an an­ 
nual salary of $1,000, instead of $5 a 
day for the seventy days’ session. 
Amendment Five—Gives (-Pies of 
100.000 or more inhabitants power to 
authorize an increase in taxation to 
build or acquire subways. 
Amendment Six—Empowers voters 
of road districts to increase taxation 
for road improvements. 
The taxation 
is not to exceed 65 cents on lite $100 
valuation. 
Amendment Seven—Gives the legis­ 
lature authority to grant pensions to 
the deserving blind. 
Amendment Eight—Authorizes cit 
ies 
with 
population cf more than 
100.000 to adopt simple methods of 
amending their charters. This amend­ 
ment does not apply to St. Louis. 
Proposition 
Nine—Requires 
rail­ 
roads to increase the crews on pas­ 
senger, mail, express 
and 
freight 
trains. 
It is known as the full crew 
law. and was passed by the ’ast leg­ 
islature and resubmitted to the peo­ 
ple by the referendum petition. 
Proposition Ten—Applies to local 
option, making the county the unit in 
such elections. 
Passed by the ’art 
legislature, and submitted by referen­ 
dum petition. 
Proposition Eleven—Home "’lie for 
St. Louis. 
Provides for the appoint­ 
ment of excise commissioners by tho 
mayor instead of the governor* Pass­ 
ed by the last legislature and submit­ 
ted by referendum petition. 
Proposition 
Twelve — Gives 
the 
mayor of St. Louis power to appoint 
police commissioners. 
The commis 
sioners nowr are named by the gov­ 
ernor. 
Passed by the last legislature 
and submitted by referendum peti­ 
tion. 
Proposition Thirteen—Provides for 
woman suffrage, giving women the 
same right as men to vote in all 
elections iii the state. 
Proposition 
Fourteen — Authorizes 
the legislature, at its option, to issue 
bonds to $50,000,000 for road building. 
Proposition Fifteen—Authorizes the 
issuing of bonds in road distr*cts, up­ 
on petition of taxpayers, for the im 
provement of roads. 
The amendments require a majority 
of the votes cast to carry them. 
To vote for an amendment, scratch 
the “No” on the margin of the bal­ 
let. 
To vote against The measures, 
scratch the “Yes.”

Palling Chimneys. 
Tall chimneys are usually destroyed 
by removing part of the masonry just
